After him followed the 
army of offic‘als and newspaper corre- 
spondents. The king’s departure was as 
unostentatioug as that of an American 
president. He and his suite, in civilian 


attire, left the castle without a military 


escort and with no sign of pomp. 


Queen Victoria’s body was embalmed | 


last evening and occupies the center of 
the dining room, which is hung with 
trappings of mourrtng. Outside two offi- 
cers are on guard. Within two Indian at- 
tendants remain in company with the 
ladies in waiting who are constantly 
present. 

The body is attired in black. The face 
is perfectly peaceful. and the remains 
have been placed w'th the arms folded. 
On the breast rests a beautiful gold 
cross. The head is inclined slightly to 
the right. All about repose quantities of 
beautiful flowers. 

The honor of first seeing the body of 
the queen was conferred on her personal 
retinue. All the servants and tenants 
were admitted, They filed through the 
room for four hours. There were no for- 
malities. The grief was the sorrow of 
those who had lost a friend. 

Many residents of Cowes and neighbor- 
ing towns and some prominent people ap- 
plied at the porter’s jJodge for admission, 
but they were told to come tomorrow. 

Emperor William and Princess Louise 
(the duchess of Argyll) walked to Whip- 
pingham ‘church this afternoon. 

Unless the king otherwise directs, it is 
probable that the queen’s body will be 
taken on board the royal yacht Alberta 
tomorrow for conveyance to Windsor. 
Orders {have been sent to Windsor to 
prepare the apartments for royal arrivals. 

Emperor William has ordered in Lon- 
don two magnificent wreaths, with broad 
ribbons bearing the initials of himself 
and the empress, which he will personal- 
ly place on the queen’s coffin at tomor- 
rows’ service. 

By a special request of the family the 
authorities of St. Paul's cathedral have 
gent to Osborne the six candelabra used 
at the funeral of the duke of Wellington. 
KING EDWARD IN ENGLAND. 

London, January 23.—1 p. m.—The king- 
emperor entered his capital at 12:55 p. m. 
and proceeded to Marlborough house. 

London had donned a garb of mourning 
from end to end. A thick fog enveloped 
the city like a pall. ‘Throughout the 
West End blinds were drawn, while on 
all the embassies, government offices and 
public buildings the flags were half mast- 
ed. The Jaw courts, the stock exchan 
and alj the produce and metal exchanges 
throughout the country only assembled 
to clese immediately after the presiding 
officers had addressed to the members a 
few words of tribute to the dead,mon-

There were exceptionally large congre- 
zations in the churches in all parts of the 
country. At St. Paul’s cathedral the 
prayers for the royal family were altered 
to read: 

“For our sovereign lord, the king and 
the queen consort.” 

All .the services were 
playing of a dead march. 

The various naval and military stations 
fired a salute of eighty-one guns at mid- 
day, to signalize the death of the queen, 
one gun for each completed year of the 
queen’s age. 

Dense crowds, beginning at St. James 
street, lined the entire route to Victoria 
station from an early hour. The police 
on foot-and mounted, guarded almost 
every yard of the way. Finally, preced- 
ed by half a dozen mounted policemen, 
the new sovereign arrived in a plain 
brougham, which was driven very rapid- 
ly, with the coachman and footman in 
their, usual gray liveries with mourning 
bands on their arms. An equerry was 
seated beside him. The king was. of 
course, dressed in the deepest and most 
simple mourning and carefully raised his 
hat tn acknowledgment of the silent un- 
covering of heads. 

The king looked tired and very sad, 
but very well. Following him came the 
duke of York, the duke of Connaught 
and others. Both the king and the duke 
of York looked pathetically up at Buck- 
Ingham palace as they passed, and ac- 
knowledged the salute of the guard of 
honor drawn up inside the palace grounds. 

The king drove to St. James palace 
from Marlborovgh house, to preside at 
the first privy council, by way of Marl- 
borough house yard, the Mall and the 
garden entrance of the palace. He was

Cowes, January 24, 1 a. m.—At 11 o’clock 
this morning the members of the royal 
family will gather around the body of the 


late queen, which lies in a simple coffin : 


in the Chapelle Ardente, festooned with 
red and white hangings. The bishono of 
Winchester, standing before an altar, re- 
moved for the occasion from the private 
chapel, will read a portion of the service 
for the dead. 

The coffin rests on a specially erected 
platform, draped with royal purple, the 
feet lying to the east. The head faces 
the simple altar. Over the face is a thin 
veil. ; 

For a few hours after the conclusion 
cf this service the public will be admitted 
tc the room and allowed to view the re- 
mains of the soverzign wh) so long reign- 
ed over them. The body will rest there 
until Sunday, and it fs probable that no 
removal wfili occur for ten days. 

The c»vrrespondent of the Assuctated 
Press learns that the cause of the queen's 
death, as officially given, was ‘senile 
decay.” The doctors have adopted this 
expression as -nost suitable and truthful. 
They attribute the paralysis which at- 
tacked her as secondary t» the general 
weakness of her condition, nor is it con- 
sidered advisable for reasons of. gtate. 
tc intimate that her intallect was dimmed 
by this particular form of the disease. 

Details of the dying hours were not ob- 
tainable until last evening. It ap- 
pears that the queen was moved on Sun- 
day from her big bed into a small cot 
specially built with springs, which was 
surrounded by a screen. Tliis was to en- 
able the doctors to reach the patient eas- 
ily on both sides, which was impossible 
when she lay in a bed six feet wide. In 
this sma!l bed she passed away. 

When Emperor William arrived he rush- 
ed, without taking off his overcoat, to her 
bedside; and the first words he said were 
words of regret that his mother was un- 
able to come. 

“Yes,’"” murmured the quecn, 
‘Vickey’ could be here,”’ 
of her eldest daughter. 

On Tuesday afternoon all the members 
of the family were in readiness for the 
end. At 4 o'clock the prince of Wales was 
surmoned. Half an hour later he was 
joined by the other members of the fam- 
ily. At 5 oclock the duchess of York ar- 
rived. and the queen kissed her, saying: 
“IT am glad you have come.” 

The bishop of Winchester began to pray. 
The queen slowly sank into unconscious- 
mess. At 6:15 p. m. the end was thought 
to have come. The prince of Wales and 
several others walked out of the room. 

But the vitality of the queen once 
more won the day. For another fifteen 
minutes, w'th only the prince of Wales 
and a few others present, the feeble 
spark of life was maintained. At 6:30, 
with Emperor Wuilliam, the prince ind 
others absent, death actually came. 

Death has softened the face, and the 
thin veil conceals no terrible defects. This 
hand of the Mighty Leveller dealt with 
her lovingly, dnd, as the last visitation 
of nature has been mereifully mitigated, 
so also have been the pomp and glory 
which aecompany the succession of the 
king. Tuesday night neither he nor his 
wife would allow their entourage to ad- 
dress them by their correct titles. 

‘The large force of detectives present 
from London is a precaution against any 
anarchist attempt upon the life of Em- 
peror William and not on account of the 
new king. 

Messages of condolence do not cease to 
pour in from all quarters of the world. 
President McKinley's early cablegram 
created a most favorable impression. It 
was handed around among the royal per- 
sonages at breakfast yesterday morning 
with the general’ comment that American 
sympathy was fitly the first to be re- 
ceived.

Alexandra is descended from the Danish 
house of Glucksburg on the male side, 
and is remotely related to the house of 
Hanover, one of the Christian kings hav- 
ing married a daughter of George II. 
With Frederick VII, son of King Chris- 
tian VIII, the male line became extinct. 
A revolution occurred in 188 over the 
succession and in 1852 England and other 
powers combined in settling the squab- 
ble. The crown was given to Prince 
Christian of Glucksburg and the Princess 
Louise of Hesse. He is the father of the 
present’ queen consort of England, and 
she was the niece of King Christian VIII. 

There is, however, a shadow over his 
title. Frederick VII did not recognize 
this dethronement and continued to fight. 
He finally died ‘‘very suddenly” at his 
castle, Glucksburg, in 1863. The ministry 
then proclaimed Prince Christian as king 
under the title of “Christian Ninth.”

TROOPS LOOTED 


Prince Ching Tells of Conduct 
of Foreign Soldiers, 


STOLE EVERYTHING IN SIGHT

lies Conducted War fin a Manner 
Disgraceful to Civilization. 
Wants the Looting Taken 
Into Account with 
Indemnity. 


Pekin, January 23.—The ministers have 
decided not to reply to the request for 
explanations of the joint note until the 
Chinese shall have proved by their acts 
that they intend to give satisfaction and 
the conditions shal] have been accepted 
as to the primary question of punish- 
ments. The ministers intend to discuss 
with Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
*the conditions under which the chief of 
the guilty shall be punished. 

Prince Ching says he considers the Chi- 
nese requests reasonable, and feels sure 
that the United States will agree to them, 
‘as well as most of the other nations. 

‘“‘The question of indemnity,’’ says 
Prince Ching, “has two sides. Some of 
the allies have conducted warfare in a 
fashion unparalleled in the history of 
civilization. Chinese merchants and pri- 
vate eitizens assert that valuables have 
been looted amounting to immense sums, 
and it would not be fair to fai] to take 
these lergely inté consideration when 
the question of indemnities is discussed. 

“Tien Tsin, Pekin, and all the cities 
and towns between, have been absolutely 

tripped, while priceless treasures belong- 
ng to private individuals have been con- 
-fiscated, irrespective of all ideas of mod- 
ern warfare. I feel confident that the 
good feeling of the allies will make a due 
allowance, and [ look forward to getting 
a satisfactory reply to the questions we 
have asked when we meet the foreign 
envoys. We will then consider the other 
points.’’ 

Sir Ernest Mason Satow, the British 
minister, has requested that the meeting 
between the foreign envoys and Chinese 
plenipotentiaries, which had been fixed 
for tomorrow, be postponed until Tues- 
day, in order to enable him to receive 
instructions from the British government. 

Prince Ching has visited the Russian 
minister, M. DeGiers, remaining with 
him for two hours. It is supposed that 
the interview had to do with the agree- 
ment. It is well understood here that 
M. De Giers has all along had more in- 
fluence with Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang than all the other ministers com- 
bined, and he has invariably known soon- 
er than the others what the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries were about to do. 

Judging from various opinions, there 
is little likelihood that the foreign envoys 
will reach an agreement at the meeting 
to be held Monday (January 21) as to 
sending a favorable reply to the questions 
of the Chinese plenipotentiaries. A ma- 
jority are in favor of carrying out to 
the strict letter the terms of the agree- 
ment.

Lincoln, Neb., January 23.—W. J. 
Bryan’s paper, The Commoner, was is- 
sued today. It was a busy day for Mr. 
Bryan, his business manager and his 
clerks. The original intention was to 
print but 30,000 copies, but the subscrip- 
tions came in at such a rate yesterday 
that today’s issue was increased to 50,000, 
and four presses were kept busy part of 
the day. 

The paper is eight pages, three columns 
to a page, slightly larger than the ordi- 
nory magazine, and of good typographical 
appearance. The longer editorials start 
on the first page and continue through to 
the fourth, which is devoted to short 
paragraphs on public questions. There 
are a few contributions and a little re- 
print, but the greater part of the matter 
is Mr. Bryan’s. The following is Mr. 
Bryan’s salutatory: 

“THE COMMONER, 

“Webster defines a commoner as ‘one of 
the common people.’ The name has been 
selected for this paper because The Com- 
moner will endeavor to aid the common 
people in the protection of their rights, 
the advancement of their interests and 
the realization of their aspirations. 

“It is not mecessary to apologize for the 
use of a term which distinguishes the 
great ‘body of the population from the 
comparatively few, who, for one reason 
or another, withdraw themselyes from 
sympathetic connection with their fel- 
lows. Among the Greeks ‘hol polloi’ 
was used to describe the many, while 
arong the Romans the word ‘plobs’ was 
employed for the same purpose, These 
eppellations, like ‘the common peopie,’ 
have been assumed with pride by those 
to whom they were applied, while they 
have been used as trms of reproach by 
thos who counted themselves among the 
aristocrsetic classes. Within recent years 
there has been a growing tendency in 
some quarters to denounce as demagogic 
any reference to, or praise of, the com- 
mon people. 

“One editor in a late issue of his paper 
takes excep‘ion to the phrase, and says: 

“ "This expression is an ill-chosen one, 
end should have no lodgment ir the vo- 
cabviary of an American patriot and 
staterman. If we sought its origin, we 
would look for it in that specious dema- 
gogy which has evolved the professional 


politician, arrayed country against town— 
the farmer and his sons and daughters 
egainst the nm. siness and professional men 
and their sons and daughters—capital 
against labor, and built up against neigh- 
bors the impregnable barriers of prejudice 
and hate.’ 

‘This quotation is reproduced because it 
fairly represents*the views of those who 
criticise the expression. It has, howaver, 
an eminently respectable origin. In the 
same chapter in which Christ condensed 
man’s duty to his fellows into the com- 
mandment: Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself; in the same chapter in “which 
He denounced those who devour widows’ 
hevses and for a pretense made long 
prayers—in this same chapter it is said of 
Him: ‘The common eople heard Him 
gladly.’ 

“No higher compliment was ever paid 
to any class. 

‘‘The term, the common people, ‘s prop- 
erly used to describe the large majority 
of the people—those who earn their living 
and give to society a fair return for the 
benefits bestowed by soclety—those who 
in their daily lives recognize the ties 
which bind together the mass of the peo- 
Ple who have a common lot and a com- 
Iron hope. Sometimes they are called ‘the 
middle classes,’ becaure paupers and 
criminals are excluded on the one hand, 
while on the other hand some excltide 
themselves because of wealth or position 
or pride of birth. The common people 
form the irdustrious, intelligent and pa- 
triotic element of our population; they 
licduce the nation’s wealth in time of 

eace and fight the nation’s battles in 

ime of war. They are selt-reliant and 
independent; they ask of government 
nothing but justice, and will not be satis- 
fied with less They are not seeking to 
get their hands into other people’s pock- 
«ts, but are content if they can keep 
other people’s hands out of their pockets. 

“The common people do not constitute 
@€n exclusive society—they are not of the 
four hundred; any one can become a mem- 
ber if he is willing to contribute by brain 
or muscle to the nation’s strength and 
greatness. Only those are barred—and, 
they are barred by their own choice—who 
imagine themselves made of a superior 
kind of clay, and who deny the equality 
of all before the law. 

“A rich man, who has honestly acq‘iired 
his wealth and who is not afraid to in- 
trust its care to laws made by his fel- 
lows, can count himself amo the com- 
mon people, while a poor man is real- 
ly not one of them if he fawns before a 
plutocrat and has no higher ambition 
than to be a courtier or a sycophant. 

“The Commoner will be satisfied if, by 
fidelity to the common people, it proves 
its right to the name which it has 
chosén.”’

- REQUEST MADE FOR TROOPS 


Muskogee Is Threatened—Warlike 
+ Reds Are Raiding Territory 
and Whipping Those Who 
Obey Government—Cer- 
tificates Destroyed. 


Muskogee, I. T., January 23.—The war- 
dike preparations of the disaffected Creek 
Indians continues unabated and so far 
but little has been done to check the 
uprising. Two of the light horsemen of 
the band. were arrested by Deputy United 
States marshals this morning, and will 
be brought here tonight. They declare 
they will be avenged and that if not given 
their freedom the full bloods will compel 
Marshal Bennett to give them up. Some 
of the more rabid members of the band 
have declared that if their brethren are 
arrested and brought to Muskogee they 
‘will attack the town and liberate them. 
Rebels Are Increasing. 


A runner from the scene of the up- 
rising, who reached Checotah this morn- 


ing, states that the members of the bend 
are increasing in numbers and that the 
five tribes are well represented, there be- 
ing members of the Choctaw, Chickasaw, 
Cherokee and Seminole tribes with the 
band. Three more Indians were whipped 
yesterday, and those full bloods who at- 
tempt to leave their homes and not take 
part in the uprising are regarded as trai- 
tors to the Snake band and are forced to 
return. The friendly Indians are in a 
quandary. They claim that the protec- 
tion which their own laws afforded them 
Was taken away by the Curtis bill, which 
abolished all tribal courts and court of- 
ficers, and that the United States marshal 
is helpless to protect them with the small 
force at his command. : Word is momen- 
tarily expected that troops have been or- 
dered to the scene. 

One of the worst features of the upris- 
ing is found in the destruction of allot- 
ment certificates which have been issued 
to the full bloods by the Dawes com mis- 
Sion. Every full blood known to have 
taken out allotment papers is visited by 
the light horsemen and whipped cr his 
certificate destroyed. A new departure of 
the uprising is that little or no harm has 
been done to the whites, the enmity of the 
band being directed principally against the 
bands who follow and are in sympathy 
with the policy of the United States. 


Choctaws Are Ugly. 

South McAllister, I. T., January 23.— 
About 2 full blood Choctaw Indians held 
a meeting near here yesterday and passed 
resolutions deposing Governor Dukes and 
elected a full blood Indian named Daniel 
Bell as governor. They also elected new 
officers for Gaines county and deposed 
*the old ones. They have sent a special 
message to Governor Dukes that they 
have taken the government of the Choc- 
taw nation out of his hands. 

It is reported that about 200 fu blood 
Choctaws are camped ten miles north- 
east of here and that they are armed and 
_in an ugly mood. It is also said that the 

full blood Cherokees are preparing to 
rise against the white people and Indians 
who are favorable toward opening up the 
country to white settlement. 

The full blood Creeks are up in arms and 
are making ready for war against the 
treaty Indians and non-citizen white peo- 
ple. It is feared that unless troops are 
sent at once that there will be a gen- 
eral uprising of full bloods all over the 
territory, in which event much blood will 
os shed before the trouble can be set- 
tled. 

Troops Are Wanted. 

Washington, January 23.—The commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs has received a dis- 
patch from Indian Agent Shoenfelt, of 
Muscogee, I. T., advising him of the se- 
rious trouble among the Creeks and urg- 
ing immediate assistance to quell the out- 
break. The agent says that the disap- 
pointed Creek Indians known as the 
Snake band have established a govern- 
ment and elected officers. Three light 
horsemen have murdered one man, whip- 
~ed and intimidated others. and issued 
warrants for arrests of friendly Creek In- 
dians who have selected allotments. ‘The 
Indians are heavily armed and his police 
force is insufficient to cope with them. 

He says that unless vigorous action is 
taken at once compelling the Indians 
to disband, many innocent people will be 
murdered. He requests that a troop of 
cavalry be sent from Fort Reno to Hen- 
rietta. 

The telegram has been forwarded to the 
secretary of war, with the request that 


troops be dispatched to the scene of the |

WITH HATCHET, MRS. NATION: SMASHES. 
SALOON AND IS SMASHED BY A WOMAN 


Enterprise, Kans., 
Carrie Nation began her crusade in En- 
terprise today by demolishing a saloon 
and delivering a street lecture. She ar- 
rived this morning from. Wichita and 
went to the home of C. B. Hoffman, 
populist leader. 

A temperance meeting was held at the 
house this afternoon attended by a doz- 
en or more women. | 

Mrs. Nation, armed with. a hatchet, 
then started for the business part of the 
town, accompanied by Mrs. Hoffman, 
Mrs. la A. Case, a leading W. C. T. U. 
worker, and another woman, who was 
veiled. The two saloon keepers had lock- 
ed up their places and were not in 
sight. 

Mrs. Nation went to Schilling’s place. 
She smashed the glass doors and stepped 
into the deserted place, leaving the oth- 
ers outside. She broke the big mirror, 
chopped gashes in the. bar and broke all 
the glasses and bottles on the shelves. 
Then she went to the refrigerator and 
commenced bringing out casés of beer. 
She dropped them on the floor and crack- 
ed each bottle left unbroken after the 
fall. 

The floor was soon covered with a mix- 


ture of drinkables. She kept up the 
work until Marshal Benham finallv en- 


tered and taking her by the sleeve, told 
her she must get out. 

‘Who are you,’ she demanded, “but 
@ murderer and perjurer in protecting 
this unholy traffic?’ Either let me alone 
or take off your star." 

But she followed him out, and calling 
her companions, proceeded to give the 
marshal a blistering arraignment in the 
presence of the crowd. She then started 
for the next saloon, but it was well 
barricaded and offered no plate glass 
for her to attack. The marshal refused 
to allow her to chop down the doors and 
she finally went home with her compan- 
ions. She said she had only begun her 
work and expects to clean out many 
more places. It is reported that she will 
move on Abilene tomorrow and the Abi- 
lene saloon men are preparing for her 
coming. 

Tonight as Mrs.. Nation ~vas lecturing 
on the streets Mrs. Schilling the wife 
of the saloon keeper whose place of 
business was demolished, came up to her, 
“I’ve got you now,’ she said, ‘‘and 
struck Mrs. Nation twice in the face. 
A slight gash was cut over the eye and

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it bled profusely. Mrs. Nation went to 


a neighboring house and had her eye 
bandaged and continued her lecture on 
the street. The crowd was too noisy 
and she adjourned to a church nearby 
where she finished her address. 

Abilene, Kans., January 23.—The news 
that Mrs. Nation was within six miles 
of Abilene on her saloon-smashing cru- 
sade and had demolished a joint at En- 
terprise, caused some activity at the Abi- 
lene dispensaries, and all sorts of plans 
were discussed for handling her if she 
comes here. One of the saloons has pre- 
pared a heavy oak barricade to fit the 
stairway and expects to slide it into 


place when the scouts announce the ap- 
proach of Mrs. Nation. She is expected 
here tomorrow. 

Topeka, Kans., January 2.—Mrs. A. 
M. Hutchinson, state president W. C. ‘I. 
U., says that organization is not in 
favor of the tactics emplayed by Mrs. 
Nation in her warfare against the sa- 
loons. She says: 

‘Loyalty to Mrs. Nation demands that 
we procure for her a fair trial, but we 
don’t favor her methods. All our inter- 
ests in her raid is to find out whether 
the property of the saloon keepers can 
be protected under the law. It is the 
general opinion that no such thing as 
justice can be obtained in Wichita courts 
on the temperance question.”

TYLER'S MESSACE 
TO LEGISLATURE 


General Assembly of Virginia 
Ss How in Session,

TWELVE ABSENTEES RECORDED 


Sympathies of the People of the 
Old Dominion Are Tendered 
the English Natiou on 
the Death of Queen 
Victoria. 


Richmond, Va., January 23.—(Special.)— 
The general assembly convened today at 
noon in extraordinary session. Only two 
members of the senate and twelve mem- 
bers of the house failed to respond to 
their names at roll call. Both branches 
proceeded directly to business _ without 
ceremony. The governor’s message, which 
is unusually short for such a communi- 
cation, was read, resolutions tendering 
the sympathies of the people of Virginia 
to the people of Great Britain and to its 
royal family in the death of the queen 
were adopted, and two bills providing for 
the constitutional convention and several 
local bills were introduced. Several local 
measures were passed in the house and 
a resolution was adopted by the senate, 
but not reached in the house, declaring 
against general legislation being taken 
up at this extra session. This resolution, 
which was offered by Senator Glass, of 
Lynchburg, does not apply to matters 
touching which the governor made recom- 
mendations in his message. The most 
important of these recommendations is 
that looking to enlarging the cell room 
in the penitentiary. The ministers of all 
denominations are making a tremendous 
fight for the improvement of the shocking 
conditions existing at the penitentiary. 
There were large crowds about the cap- 
itol when the legislature met at noon. 
Flowers adorned the desks of many mem- 
bers. The friends of the candidates for 
Supreme court judge were very active, 
button holing the members. It now looks 
as if the caucus to decide this fight would 
not be held until next week. The minis- 
ters who offered prayers in the senate 
and house referred touchingly to the death 
of Queen Victoria, and in the resolution 
of Senator Morris the general assembly 
records “its profound veneration for the 
great, good queen, who is now gone, after 
a long life of splendid usefulness and 
great example.’’ 

Governor Tyler in his message to the 
legislature said:

I am_ sure, receive your first .and most 
faithful attention, and the responsibilities 
it imposes will be met in the same wise 
and patriotic manner which has ever charac- 
terized the. representatives of the people of 
Virginia. 

It is not within my province to outline 
the plan on which the convention should 
be organized. I am sure your own con- 
clusions will be wise and best after you 
shall have given the subject due considera- 
tion. I would only urge that the strictest 
economy be exercised, and a plan adopted 
which will be ost economical, and at the 
same time consistent with a suitable repre- 
sentation of the varied interests of the state. 
I, therefore take the liberty of urging as 
small a representation as in the wisdom of 
the general assembly may be deemed best. In 
view of the supreme importance of this 
question and owing to the limited time of 
your session, I will refrain frem bringing 
to your attention only matters demanding 
immediate consideration, 

I am glad to inform you that the affairs 
of the state are in good condition. The re- 
ports of the various departments show com- 
mendable devotion to duty on the part of 
the officers and various boards of managers 
of our state institutions. 

In my last message I had the honor two 
urge the necessity for the enlargement of 
the penitentiary. This is still a matter of 
pressing importance, and is a subject that 
is receiving a great deal of public attention. 


+1 am aware that the question has many 


perplexities, and calls for deliberation and 
debate. It is quite probable that during the 
limited time of an extra session that you 
may not be able to give to this subject the 
attention it deserves, and I would, therefore, 
suggest that a committee be appointed «to 
investigate the whole matter and report to the 
next session of the legislature what would 
be best to do in regard to the. enlargement 
of the penitentiary, and if so on what plan, 
and to what extent, I am sure if a committee 
would investigate this question, especially 
during the hot summer months, and see the 
suffering and inconvenience, and danger to 
which the prisoners are exposed on account 
of their crowded condition, they would yield 
to the reasonable demands of justice and re- 
port in favor of some better system for 
earing for these unfortunate people. Quite 
a number are kept at the farm, all, in fact. 
that can be spared from the contract under 
which those in the penitentiary are work- 
ed, but it is impossible to relieve this con- 
gestion. I have thought that in view of 
future contingencies that may arise, and 
needs that they do not exist, that it might be 
well for the state to sell the present farm 
and buy another somewhat nearer, either 
above or below the city, or else buy more 
land adjacent to that already owned, and that 
it might be best to remove the penitentiary 
building, or erect more buildngs on the farm. 
If the present contract is continued, the 
farm and shoeshop could be operated to 
mutual advantage by having the two together. 
At different times the number of hands re- 
quired in the shops and on the farm varies, 
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it might be that with judicious man- 
agement that either one, when not pressed, 
could supply needed help to the other. There 
are certainly strong reasons why new _ build- 
ings should not be attached to the old ones, 
They would soon become infested, and the 
torture to the prisoners would be as great 
in the new cells as is now felt in the old 
ones. New and modern cells that can be 
kept clean is one of the crying needs of 
the institution. The ground upon which the 
buildings now stand is valuable, and would 
go far toward. defraying the expense of 
making a change, if removal should be 
deemed advisable, 

This *whole question could be thoroughly 
digested, and certainly more satisfactory in- 
formation could be obtained by a committee 
than by the legislature in the short period 
of its session, and especially with so many 
other matters demanding attention, The same 
committee might also take into consideration 
the question of making needed repairs to 
the capitol, and arranging a convenient plan 
for heating that building, the library and 
executive mansion. The necessity for these 
changes, and especially for the reroofing 
of the capitol was urged in my last message, 
and I think on two former occasions by my 
predecessors. Only those who have made a 
close inspection of the building can form 
an idea .of the pressing necessity for imme- 
diate attention, and I earnestly ask the 
members to realize before it is too late 
that something -must be done if we wish 
to preserve this historic structure so dear 
to the hearts of our people. This committee 
could also be empowered to dispose of or 
destroy the great quantity of old and useless 
publications, which are endangering the 
building by their weight and inflammable 
nature, 

I would also suggest that the legislature 
give consideration to providing a more busti- 
ness-like system for the handling of the fi- 
nances of the state and of the counties, 
and a committee might be appointed to make 
suggestions along this line. There is some- 
thing wrong with a system under which 
officials can get far in arrears with the pub- 
lic funds, as have occurred in many coun- 
ties of the state, and if the remedy can be 
supplied by legislative enactment it should 
be done without unnecessary delay. I might 
also add that there is not the same care 
exercised in providing checks on some of 
the state departments that a private concern, 
having due regard for business principles, 
would require, and while we have been for- 
tunate in having officers whose personal in- 
tegrity has kept the state from loss, still it 
behooves the people’s representatives to pro- 
vide all proper safeguards to see that the 
public funds are expended along the lines 
for which they were collected. 

Since the adjournment of the last session 
of the legislature the state has_ suffered 
by death the loss of two of its most worthy 
and distinguished officials. Judge John W. 
Riely, of the supreme court of appeals, died 
on the 19th day of Augus* 1900, and Hon. 
Josiah Ryland, second auditor of Virginia, 
died October 15, 1900. I appointed Hon, A. 
A. Phliegar, of Montgomery county, to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by Judge Riely’s 
death, to serve till thirty davs after the meet- 
ing of the legislature, and Judge John G. 
Dew, of King and Queen county. was appoint- 
ed to fill the unexpired term of Mr, Ryland. 
Seldom has the state in so short a time 
been called upon to mourn the loss of two 
men. who, by common consent, were ac- 
knowledged as so especially fitted for the 
places they filled. The well rounded lives cf 
these worthy officials, and their high char- 
acter, added additional incentive to choose 
worthy men to occupy their places. I felt 
that Judge Phiegar was pre-eminently the man 
to succeed Judge Riely, and I_am sure that 
an inspection of his work will satisfy the 
members of the legislature that Judge Dew 
is a most efficient and capable successor to 
the lamented Josiah Rvland, 

Judge George L. Dillard, of the county 
court of Henry, tendered his resignation on 
the 20th day of October, 1900, and I appointed 
Mr. E. N. Smith to fill the vacancy. 

Judge O. O. Gwathmey, of the county court 
of King William, was designated to hold the 
county court of .King and Queen county 
until the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of Judge John G. Dew shal! be filled.

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SPEECH MADE BY EDWARD VII ON 


HIS ACCESSION TO THE THRONE 


Lendon, January 24.—An extraordinary 
issue of The Gazette this morning, whicn 
arrears with black borders, announces 
the death of Queen Victoria, adding: 

‘The event has caused one universal 
feeling of regret and sorrow to her majes- 
ty’s faithful subjects, to whom she was 
endeared by the deep interest in their 
welfare which she invariably manifested, 
as Well as by the many signal virtues 
which marked and adorned her charac- 


ter. 
Then followed the proclamation of Ed- 
ward VII, the acknowledgement of, alle- 
giance by the privy council and the king’s 
speech at his accession. 
The following is the full text of his 
majesty’s accession speech: 
“Your Royal Highness, My Lords 
and Gentlemen: This is the most 
occasion on which I shall 
ever be called upon to address you. 
My first and menalcholy duty is to 
announce to you the death of my be- 
loved mother, the queen; and I know 
how deeply you and the whole na- 


tion, and, I think I may say, the 
whole world, sympathize with me in 
the irreparable loss we have all sus- 
tained. 

“T need hardly say that my con- 
stant endeavor will be always to 
walk in her footsteps. | 

“In undertaking the heavy load 
which now devolves upon me, I am 
fully determined to be a constitu- 
tional sovereign in the strictest 
serse of the word, so long as there is 
breath in my body, to work for the 
good and amelioration of my people. 

“T have resolved to be known by 
the name of Edward, which has been 
borne by six of my ancestors. In do- 
ing so I do not undervalue the name 
of Edward, which I inherit from my 
ever-to-be-lamented, great and wise 
father, who, by univereal consent is, 
I th‘nk, deservedly known by the 
name of Albert, the good, and I de- 
sire that his name should: stand 
alone. 

“In conclusion, I trust to parlia- 
ment and the nation to support me 


in the arduous duties which now 
devolve upon me by inheritance and 
to which I am determined to devote 
my whole strength during the re- 
mainder of my life.” 

The Gazette also announces that the 
king subscribed the oath relating to the 
security of the Church of Scotland. 

It concluded with the king’s formal 
preclamation ordering ail officers and per- 
sons in authority throughout his do- 
minions to continue to exercise their cf- 
fice during the royal pleasure and ex- 
hcrting his subjects to aid and assist such 
officers in the performance and execution 
of such duties. 

The Gazette orders the court to go into 
mourning until July 24th, and into half 
mecurning until January 2%, 1902. Lord 
Roberts has ordered the army to adopt 
mourning until March 5th.

The Scotchman and His Dram. 

The cry comes from steady Scotland 
that drunkenness is increasing, and 
The Dundee Advertiser calls for a 
campaign to arouse the people. 

Official reports show that during the 
year 176,524 persons were cited and the 
nearest previcus approach to this fig- 
ure was the total of 165,903 similarly 
apprehended in 1898, the average for. 
the preceding five years having been 
154,500. Not more than 2,153 were 
charged with crimes so serious as to 
involve remittance to a superior court, 
The report says: 

“It remains terribly clear that we are 
farther than ever from getting rid of the 
huge volume of drunkenness and disorder 


which mark Scottish statistics so unfav- } 


orably, as compared with those of other 
countries.’’ 

Last year the number of persons so 
charged rose to 112,033, another rec- 
ord figure. The five towns with the 
worst record are Queen’s Ferry, with 
1,424 cases per 10,000 of the estimated 
population; Falkirk, with 1,066 cases; 
Linlithgow, 830; Cumnock, with 710, 
and Clydebank, with 756 cases. Of the 
176,524 persons charged 14,813 were ac- 
quitted or set free by proceedings 
against them being dropped, and as 
regards the nationalitys of convicted 
prisoners only 52 per cent were Scots, 
4 per cent were English and 43 per 
cent were Irish. Of the convictions 73 
per cent were dealt with by fines which 
realized £48,936, and of this amount 
Glasgow contributed £16,657. 

The period of temperance succeed- 
ing the Burns era seems to have come 
to an end, and John Barleycorn is as 
jubilant as ever. 


An Utrfwise Leader.

Carrie Nation, will not likely awake to 
the fact that they are following an un- 
wise reformer.

Defiance of authority does not conduce 
to respect for it, but rather points to 
anarchy. Not conteut with destroying 
property, this new zealot has a wider 
area of lawlessness within view. Thus 
it is stated in a dispatch: 

Mrs. Nation caused a new sensation to- 
night by slapping Sheriff Simmons on the 
face, taking hold of his ears and giving 
him a rough handling generally. 

Mrs. Nation was at the Union station 
in the act of buying a ticket to a neigh- 
boring town, when the sheriff pulled at 
her sleeve, saying: “You are my pris- 
oner, madame.’” Mrs. Nation turned her 
face about and, seeing Sheriff Simmons 
gave him a violent slap across the face. 

Of course, this may be very amusing 
to a thoughtless follower, but it will 
have its after-effect. There is more 
wilfulness than reform in the zeal of 
& woman who argues witb her fist_and 
goes into tantrums because she can- 
not have her own way. 


Why Massachusetts Is Rich. 

The. report of the state tax commts- 
sioner of Massachusetts shows why 
the people of that state are rich. 

The total valuation of the capital 
stock of corporations in that state is 
$641,664,125, with nearly $100,000,000 
not counted because of litigation. The 
value of the land and machinery of 
these corporations is $349,356,129. The 
aggregate of the taxes assessed on 
this property is $5,156,160. 

Massachusetts is a poor state nat- 
urally. Her people encouraged and 
developed manufactures with the re- 
sult stated. If the farms are aban- 
doned, the mills are filled.

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For the Benefit of the Roads. 

The county commission of Fulton 
has but recognized the actua) situa- 
tion in taking hold of all repair work 
on thé public roads ang commuting the 
road labor into a tax. 

The repairing of the roads by stated 
labor may do in the earlier days of a 
community, but when population en- 
barges and the public is forced to take 
hold of the whole system, then the 
old method should give way. Fulton 
county is now ‘but Atlanta enlarged, 
and the public and neighborhood roads 
have attained the importance of 
streets. They should be taken up by 
the commission in the same method 
followed py ibe council in the city, 
and looked afier in detail until they 
gre all brought into. first class condi- 
tion. No work is more important than 
that of road building, and no doubt 
exists as to the proper method by 


which to approach it.’ There should 
be in the office. of the commission 4 
profile map of the county, with the 
work constantly under way so marked 
that uniformity of progress can pe at- 
tained. \ 


Eventually this same system should 
be extended to adjoining counties anx- 
jous to continue the work. In this way 
only can a system of good roads be 
inaugurated, extending in time over 
wide territory.

It drew attention to the 
fact that intoxicants were received and 
stored in certain rooms in the state- 
house and urged that the state\ libra- 
rian, as custodian of the building, be 
authorized and directed to have re- 
moved and excluded from the building 


all intoxicating liquors. For a num- 


ber of years it has been customary for 
liquor dealers throughout the country 
to send a quantity of fancy liquors 
to the statehouse for the convenience 
of the members. This has been placed 
in a private room occupied by the 
clerks, to which the members had free 
access. It was, therefore, a matter 
of surprise that the resolution went 
through without any serious objection. 

The resolution, however, may be for 
public consumption, while the private 
consumption will remain undisturbed. 

Death of Professor Gray. 

The sudden death of Professor 
Elisha Gray, while engaged in the per- 
fection of a system for submarine 
signaling, ends a signally useful career. 

The professor was born in Ohio in 
1835. In 1867-he began his series of 
inventions with a self-adjusting tele- 
graph relay, and two years later he 
established a manufactory of electyical 
apparatus at Cleveland. He perfected 
the typewriting telegraph, the tele- 
graph repeater, the telegraphic switch 
and annunciator and other devices. He 
invented his speaking telephone in 
1876 and the telaugraph in 1893. His 
name came very prominently before 
tho public in connection with the great 
suit for telephone patents. He organ- 
ized the Congress of Electricians, in 
connection with the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition in 1893, and was its 
chairman. He was the author of sev- 
eral works on the subject of telegraphy 
and telephony. 

Notwithstanding his wealth-creating 
work, the professor died poor.

RAILROAD NOT ES. 


Harry B. Spencer has been announced 
as the successor ef George C. Smith as 
general manager of the St. Louis-Louts- 
ville lines of the Southern. The appoint- 
ment was given out yesterday in St. 
Louis. Mr. Spencer was formerly super- 
intendent of the Alabama Great Southern 
division of the Southern... He is known 
as a railroad man of marked ability. The 
foHowing dispatch from St. Louis tells the 
story: 

St. Louis, January 23.—It was given 
out here today that H. B. Spencer, form- 
erly superintendent of the Southern rail- 
way in Kentucky, but later assistant 
general manager of the St. Louis-Louis- 
ville lines of that company, will succeed 
G, C. Smith as general manager of these 
lines, with headquarters here. Mr. Spen- 
cer is the son of Samuel Spencer, presi- 
dent of the Southern. Mr,.Smith hag ac- 
cepted an important position with the 
Westinghouse interests, at Pittsburg, Pa. 


The “Atlanta and Florida Express” is 
the name given a new train that will 
be put in operation by the Southern rail- 
way next Sunday. The train will be run 
between Atlanta and Charlotte, N. ‘C., 
to connect there for Washington, New 
York and points east. 

' This will be an entirely new train, and 
in no wise affects the present schedules 
of the Southern. The new train will be 
numbered 34, northbound, and 33, south- 
bound. It will leave Atlanta daily at 
12:30 immediately behind the Washington 
and Southwestern Limited; will stop at 
Norcross, Buford, Gainesville, Lula, Mt. 
Airy, Toccoa, Westminster, Seneca, Cen- 
tral, Easley, Greenville, Greers, Spar- 
tanburg, Gaffney, Blacksburg, King’s 
‘Mountain, Gastonia, Lowell, and arrive 
at Charlotte 9:10 p. m. At Charlotte 
this train will connect with through train 
from Columbia, Savannah and: Florida, 
which reaches Washington next morning 
at 7:35 a. m., and New York at 2:15 p. m. 

Southbound, this train will leave New 
York at 3:25 p. m.; Washington 9:55 p, 
m.; arrive at Charlotte 8:05 a. m.; leave 
Charlotte 8:20 a. m., and stop at the 
Same stations south-bound as No. 3 
north-bound and reach Atlanta at 3:25 
o'clock p. m., just thirty minutes ahead 
of the Washington and Southwestern 
Limited. 

The Washington and Southwestern 
Vestibuled Limited train, beginning Jan- 
uary 27th, will not handle any coach 
passengers, .but consist only of Pullman 
and dining cars. Passengers who desire 
to use coaches will be taken care of 
by the new trains, Nos. 34 and 33, ‘“‘At- 
lanta and New York Express.’’

The increased earning from passenger 
service of all railroads, as shown by the 
statements published from month to 
month since July 1, have caused railway 
managers to look upon this branch of 
the service as of more importance than 
has been credited. This is reflected in 
the readiness with which railway offi- 
cials are granting additions te passen- 
ger equipment, putting in service modern 
coaches and powerful fast engines, seem- 
ingly not stopping for expense. General 
passenger agents agree the phenomenal 
increase in travel must be attributed to 
the prosperity. Whatever differences in 
opinion they may have as to the cause 
of such prosperity, this prosperity is 
superinduced by the healthy conditions 
prevailing with the manufacturing in- 
dustries and in the agricultural and 
st-.ck raising communities. Good prices 
for the products of the manufacturing 
establishments and good prices for the 
products of the farm mean good times 
invariably for the railroads. It is the 
aim of the general passenger agents to 
wate. the current of events to Keep in 
close touch with the public, note the up- 
ward trend for what may be called vol- 
untary or purely pleasure travel—that 
undertaken for inspection, social, recre- 
ative or even, in a sense, educational 
purposes. In all parts of the country 
the same healthy condition of pasgenger 
traffic has prevailed through 1900, and 
will, it is thought, extend into 1901. The 
passenger service as now maintained by 
southern roads, and, in fact, bv all the 
great transportation lines, is most ex- 
pensive and of a very high grade, and 
this standard must be kept up through 
the year, although from January 1 to 
June 1 the profits are not so great. 


Lines in the central passenger com- 
mittee will not put the baggage car ser- 
vice of theatrical companies upon a cash 
basis, as had been contemplated, at least 
not for the present. There is an impres- 
sion that the idea has been dropped for 
good. The plan in effect among the trunk 
lin.s has been adopted, and this means 
that practically no change is to be made 
in past methods. The only difference will 
be that the ticketing of these people 
interritorially, instead of up to the gate- 
ways of the central passenger eommit- 
tee, will be possible. 

It means more for the cofvenience of 
theatrical. people than anything in the 
way of increased revenue for the rail- 
roads, it is stated, but it really . looks 
as though the roads in the two associa- 
tions had reached an understanding un- 
der which the pooling scheme, devised 
by the general eastern passenger agents’ 
oe in New York, can be put into 
effect. 


It is understood that about February 
9th the Texas and Pacific, instead of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern, 
will take control of the Texarkana, 
Shreveport and Natchez. It will mark 
the end of a long contest of the two 
roads to accomplish this, although these 
lines are practically Gould properties. 
The road runs between Texarkana and 
Shreveport, and will give the Texas and 
Pacific direct connection with fast passen- 


ger trains out of Texarkana, so that the } 


passenger earnings of the latter will be 
increased. The Texarkana line is seven- 
ty-two miles long and regarded as the 
most available piece of railroad prop- 
erty in the southwest. Had the Iron 
Mountain won out it would have secured 
communication with Shreveport, 

W. H. Bruce has been appointed as- 
sistant secretary to the president of the 
Louisville and Nashville, with headquar- 
ters in Louisville. He began railroad ser- 
vice a8 an office boy. 


The roads out of Cincinnati have ad- 
vanced grain rates to all points south 
and southwest. 


It is stated that J. A. Kelly, secretary 
of the Louisville and Nashville road, will 
be elected second vice president of the 
company to succeed Archibald Quarrier.

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| “ THE PASSING THRONG. 


“Joseph Pulitzer, the proprietor of. The 
New York World, is in a most pitiable 
condition,” said a gentleman at the Kim- 
ball yesterday. “I came across from 
Europe on the same steamer with Mr. 
Pulitzer recently, and what I saw excited 
my deepest pity. He is now totally 
blind, and his condition so wors upon 
tim that he cannot be contented unless 
in motion. That is why he is always 
traveling from place to place. The mo- 
ment he finds himself at rest, the fact of 
his calamity begins to impress itself on 
him in the sombrest of colors, and the 
result is that he gets in & wretched state 
of mind. When he is always speeding 
along he seems to forget, in a measure, 
the great. affiction which has befallen 
him. 

“It was intensely pathetic to me to 
watch this man who has accomplished 
80 much by his quickness in reading men 
and their motives, now forced to depend 
on others for his impressions of men and 
events. Mr. Pulitzer is always accom- 
panied in his travels by a ph¥sician and 
& secretary, as well as two valets. These 
men receive high salaries, ard they think 
they are earning the money by being as 
obsequious as possible and by flattering 
Mr. Pulitzer. 
employer understands them. Several 
times on the voyage across I noticed a 
disgusted expression cross his sightiess 
face when some particularly servile re- 
mark had been made by one of the men. 
The physician tries to lead Mr. Pulitzer 
to believe that his sight may be restored, 
and the secretary is always praising The 
World. But I am sure that he feels the 
men are not sincere. I am confident Mr. 
Pulitzer has no hope of ever. seeing 
again, and I am also confident that he 
thinks The World is not what it was when 
he gave the paper his personal attention. 
I remember once on the steamer, after 
the secretary had been praising 
World, that Mr. Pulitzer said in a sar- 
castic sort of way: 

“My affliction has at least one conso- 
lation, and that is, I have never been able 
to see The Sunday World.’ 

“The tone of Mr. Pulitzer convinced me 
that he feels that his paper is not what 
it should be. The pathos of the situation 
is inexpressible. The blind editor knows 
that he is being flattered, and knowg that 
his paper has lost prestige, and yet, 
Sightless, he can do nothing to remedy 
the situation. His brain is as keen and 
4s powerful as ever, but he is physically 
impotent to give it effect. It is that im- 
patience that makes the situation so pa- 
thetic. I believe that there is not an un- 
happier man in the world than Mr, Pulit- 
ser.’’ 

Ed Calloway was in a discursive humor 
yesterday. It is not often that Ed is lo- 
Quacious, but when he Sets that way 
pearl after pearl drops from his lips. 

“Do you know,” said Ed, “that I have 
been thinking about wonderful things, 
and I have discovered the most wonder- 
ful thing in the world. I know there is 
a book in which the eight wonders of the 
world are described, but what I am going 
to tell you about is more wonderful than 
anything described in that book. The 
Colossus of Rhodes and the pyramids 
are not in it with what I have in mind. 

“This wonderful thing that I am think- 
ing of is the conduct of a woman when 
some man steps on the skirt of her dress. 
I saw that happen at the door of the 
dining room today. A woman was com- 
ing out who had on a gown that must 
have made her husband growl when he 
got the bill. It was of the richest mate- 
rial, and the trail was at least two and 
a half feet.

Mr. Davis is a prominent business man 
of Cordele and he has been furnishing 
the farmers of Dooly and adjoining coun- 
ties with mules for several years, He 
went on: 

‘‘The demand for mules has been heavier 
in my section of the state this season 
than it has been in years. To judge from 
the demand, one would think that all 
the mules had died. I have made eight 
trips to Tennessee for mules this season, 
and I will make at least five more for 
mules. Nearly every mule I take to Cor- 
dele is sold in a couple of days after I 
get there. The farmers are simply fall- 
ing over one another in their eagerness 
to buy young mules. Prices are high— 
from 530 to 75 per cent higher than they 
have been, but the farmers don’t seem 
to mind paying high for mutes this sea- 
son. I suppose it is* because they think 
cotton will bring a good price next fall. 

“Are they paying cash? Some of them 
are, but more of them are buying on 
credit. The truth is that the men whd 
handle mules prefer to sell on credit to 
good parties. They make more out of the 
transaction. I suppose there has been 
$40,000 worth of mules sold at Cordele this 
season, and not over $10,000 of the amount 
has been cash. The remainder is repre- 
sented by notes. 

“It is a pity the farmers of Georgia 
don't pay more attention to raising stock.

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IS WESLEY THE FOUNDER OF 
THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL?

| pears an interview with the Rev. Harry 


Cassil, archdeacon, Brunswick, Ga., on 
the “Relation of Wesley to American 
Methodism.”” Viewed as an adroit at- 
tempt at proselytism, it deserves a com- 
pliment. Its method is that of the well- 
known advertiser of patent medicines. 
He enlists your attention in a general 
question, charms you with professions 
of liberality, eulogizes Wesley, laments 
the disorganized condition of Christen- 
dom, informs the six million American 
Methodists that they have been hoodooed 
by a false impression as to Wesley's re- 
lation to their churches, and presto! 
his nostrum, come into the Episcopal 
church, we are the true and only body of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The article might well be dismissed 
with a smile if there were no intimations 
that it is a part of a method of some 
kind originating on the coast. While we 
will have simply to thrash old wheat, 
it is best to meet the issue promptly and 
lay the whole facts of the contrgverted 
proposition before the public. It is a 
trite saying that half truths are the 
worst errors. Rev. Harry Cassil, arch- 
deacon, Brunswick, Ga., deals in what 
may by courtesy be called a half truth. 
Mr, Wesley did live and die a member 
of the established church of England. 
He was an intense tory and believed in 
the union of the church and state. He 
refused to separate from the established 
church as much from his loyalty to the 
nation as his devotion to the church. 
But Mr. Wesley never belonged to Arch- 
deacon Cassil’s church—the Protestant 
Episcopal. That church was organized in 
September, 1785, while the Methodist Epis- 
copal church was organized in December, 
1784, nine months earlier. Both are daugh- 
ters of the Church of England. The 
younger puts on more style and occa- 
sionally ‘is quite airish, but the great 


Hig elder sister loves her very much and 


admires many of her charming ways. 

Wesley has written many pages on the 
subject of separation from the .church, 
but he always means from the Church 
of England. On December 11, 1789, he 
wrote: “I declare once mores that I will 
live and die a member of the Church of 
England.” What he meags by that decla- 
ration is made clear in the paragraph 
fram which I quote. In that he says: 
“Next after the primitive church I es- 
teemed our own, the Church of England, 
as the most scriptural national church 
in the world.” Another time he describes 
the church to which he is devoted thus: 
“We look upon England as that part of 
the world and the church as that part 
of England to which all we, who are 
born and have been brought up therein. 
owe our first and chief regard.” Still 
again he writes specifically: “I mean un- 
less I see more reason for it than I 
have yet seen I will not leave the church 
as by law established while the breath 
of God is in my nostrils.” I give one 
more extract showing that patriotism 
was the basis of his adherence and set- 
ting forth his general belief on the church 
question. In a letter dated August 19, 
1786, nearly two vears after the Methodist 
church in America was organized, he 
says: “Some obedience I have paid to 
the bishops in obedience to the law of 
the land. * * * It is in obedience to 
those laws that I have never exercised 
in England the power which I believe God 
has given me. I firmly believe I am a 
scriptural episcopos as much as any man 
in England or in Europe. (For the unin- 
terrupted succession I know to be a fable 
which no man ever did or can prove.)” 

Thus much for Wesley’s attachment to 
the Church of England. When he passed 
the jurisdiction of those laws his action 
was altogether different. This brings us 
to the statement of the Rev. Harry Cas- 
sil, archdeacon, Brunswick, Ga., that the 
better informed among the followers of 
Wesley well understood that he was not 
the founder of the Methodist church in 
America. I suppose that the aforesaid 
archdeacon considers all, who do not re- 
ceive their information from him, or his 
source, are extremely ignorant, but there 
is hope for the “masses are beginning 
faintly to hear.”’ 

Ignorant as I may be branded by the 
archdeacon, I am going to allign myself 
with those who do not “well understand 
that Mr. Wesley had nothing to do with 
and was always opposed to the organiza- 
tion of a new church.” I will give my 
reason. I fear that I would lend my- 
self to a delusion if I should accept Mr. 
Cassil’s ipse dixit. Mr. Cassil approaches 
history from the standpoint of his own 
denomination—a sectarian standpoint. He 
has his theory, and history must come 
to it. Let us follow the steps that lead 
to the formation of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church in America and see what is 
the real history of the case. 

The Wesleyan movement was introduced 
into the American colonies in 1773. It 
took hold of the people and grew wonder- 
fully. They besought Mr. Wesley to 
ordain their preachers and set up an in- 
dependent church. Mr. Wesley for a sea- 
son withstood their appeal from .loyalty 
to the state chyrch. The war of inde- 
pendence result in the success of the 
colonies, Thus the civil and ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of England over the United 
States was destroyed. Mr. Wesley then 
felt free to act, and organized an inde- 
pendent church. After months of thought 
he formed his plans and gave the follow- 
ing statement in explanation of them: 

Letter to Dr. Coke, Mr. Asbury and Our 
Brethren in North America—Bristol, 
September 10, 1784: By a v@ry/uncommon 
train of providences ee the prov- 
inces of North America totally dis- 
joined from their mother country and 
erected into independent states. The Eng- 
lish government has no authority over 
them, either civil’or ecclesiastical, any 
more than over the states of Holland. A 
civil authority is exercised over them, 
partly by the congress, partly by the 
provincial assemblies; but no one either 
exercises or claims any ecclesiastical au- 
thority at all. In this peculiar situation 
some thousands of the inhabitants of 
these states desire my advce; and in 
compliance with their desire, I have drawn 
up a little sketch. 

Lord King’s “Account of the Primitive 
Church” convinced me many years ago 
that bishops and presbyteries are the 
same order, and consequently have the 
same right to ordain. For many years 
I have been importuned, from time to 
time, to exercise this right by ordaining 
part of the traveling preachers, But I 


have still refused, not only for neace’s 
sake, but because I was determined as 
iittle as possible to violate the established 
order of the National Church, to which 
I belonged. : 

But the case is widely different between 
England and North America. Here there 
ar bishops who hav legal jurisdiction: in 
America there are nong, neither any Dar 
ish ministers, so that for some hundred 
miles together there are none either to 
baptize or to administer the Lord’s Sup- 
per. Here, therefore, my scruples are at an 
end; and I conceive myself at full liber- 
ty, as I violate no order, and invade no 
man’s right, by appointing and sending 

rers into the harvest. 

Ps wae accordingly appointed Dr. Coke 
and Mr. Fradis Asbury to be joint super- 
intendents over our brethren in North 
America; as also Richard Whatcoat and 
Thomas Vasey to act as elders among 
them, by baptizing ard administering the 
Lord’s supper. And I have prepared a 
liturgy little differing from that of the 
Church of England, (I think the best con- 
stituted national church in the world), 
which I advise all the traveling preachers 
to use, on the Lord’s day, in all the con- 
gregaticns, reading the litany only on 
Wednesday and Friday and praying oz- 
tempore on all other days.

Coke was ordained mwoerintendent, a 
synonym of bishos, the ritual of the 
Church of England being used. Articles 
of faith of the Church of England were 
amended by Mr. Wesley and recommend- 
ed to the new church, a ritual much of 
which is still used among his followers 
was prepared. Carrying these documents 
Coke crossed the Atlantic, laid the plans 
before Asbury, sent couriers all through 
the states to summon a conference. Be- 
ginning on Christmas eve this body pro- 
ceeded to carry out Mr. Wesley's plans. 
Among those of Wesley’s followers whom 
the archdeacon does not consider so well 
informed, is a book of annual statistics 
called “Minutes of the Annual onfer- 
ence.”’ Before 
conference the titles are ‘““Minutes of Some 
Conversations Between the Preachers in 
Connection with Rev. John Wesley.” Af- 
ter that event the title is: “Minutes 
Taken at the Several Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.’ The min- 
utes of this Christmas session states the 
fact of the organization of the new 
church: assigns as its reason the letter 
from Mr. Wesley just quoted, and adds: 
“Therefore, at this conference we form- 
ed ourselves into an independent church, 
and following the counsel of Mr. John 
Wesley, who recommended the Episcopal 
mode of church government, we thought 
it best to become an episcopal church.’ 
What a pity Archdeacon Cassil could not 
have been present to assure them that 
Mr. Wesley “had nothing to do with, and 
was opposed to, the organization of @ 
new church.’’ 

Did Mr. Wesley repent” 
1785, while Coke was in America on the 
commission described above and yhyery 
time for Wesley to have received the 
news of the success of the organization, 
Mr. Wesley writes: ‘Last autumn pr. 
Coke sailed from Engiand, and is now 
visiting the flock in the midland provinces 
of America and settling them on the New 
Testament plan, to which they willingly 
and joyfully conform, being all united as 
by one spirit, so in one body.”’ For severa) 
years after this event Mr. Wesley and 
Bishop Coke lived together, preached to- 
gether, gave money ‘together; but I find no 
record of a withdrawal «f the above plan 
an@ ite principles. 

One letter is quoted as indicating Wes- 
ley’s change of mind. His rebuke of As- 
bury for being called ‘bishop.’’ The same 
letter bears witress to Mr. Wesley’s co” 
tinued endorsement of the new organiza- 
tion; for it shows that Mr. Wesley was 
assisting Bishop Coke to cecure supplies 
for the young cEurch and its work. The 
most that can be gotten out of that letter 
is Wesley’s objection to a title—that and 
nothing more. 

IT have already given full proof of Wes- 
ley’s approval of the organization; but 
there is cumulative evidence on the sub- 
ject. If any of the well-informed desire 
more T have it in store. 

IT cannot, however, close before express- 
ing the thought that there is a growing 
heart unity among the people of God. For 
this I note that the Rev. Harry Cassil, 
archdeacon, pines.

Moonshiners Say They Gave 
Bradley Slaughter $26, 


DETECTIVES WORK ON CASE 


Jailer Says Slaughter Returned $15 
of Monoy—Detectve Could Not 
Be Seen Iast Night—Was 
Once Captain of City 

Detectives. 


Two city detectives have been working 


on @ sensational cese which involves 


their former captain, Bradley Slaughter. 

Detectives Wootten and Ozburn were 
detailed several days ago to look into an 
alleged case in which a lot of moon- 
shiners in the Tower claimed they had 
paid out money to Slaughter, and for 
vhich they had received no returns. 

The evidence secured by the detectives 
was that Slaughter had obtained about 
$28 from moonshireérs in the Tower, and 
the moonshiners claimed they had been 
induced to give up the money with prom- 
ises of liberation. 

The detectives say they were informed 
by the prisoners that Slaughter told 
trem if they would pay him the money 
he would get them out of prison. 

The officers further say they were in- 
formed that two moonshiners told Judge 
Newman they had given up $10 for a par- 
Cen, and were surprised that they were 
eent back to prison after thev had been 
tried and sentenced. Jailer Fain states 
that he obtained the same evidence, but 
that Slaughter had returned $15 of the 
money. The date that Slaughter got the 
money is said to have been December 13th 
of last year. He returned the $15 last 
Saturday. 

Detectives Wootten and Ozburn visited 
the Tower yesterday while working upon 
the case. To a reporter of The Constitu- 
tion they stated that they went to the 
Tower last week and, after securing the 
evidence about the obtaining of™the 
money, they left. 


Part of Money Paid Back. 


“We had been gone from the Tower 
only tw? horrs,”’ said the officers, ‘‘when 
Slaughter put in his appearance and ar- 
ranged to pay back a part of the money.” 

The detectives and the jailer state that 
the balance of the money belongs to two 
moonshiners who are not now in the 
Tower. Both of them were pardoned out, 
one having had the «<mallpox. 

An effort was made to see Slaughter 
vesterday afternoon, but he could not be 
found. He was in the city, but a search 
for him failed to locate him. He may 
tuve a side of the story to tell which will 
throw an entirely different light on the 
affeir. 

After leaving the city detective bureau 
of which he was captain, Slaughter was 
in the restaurant business, and then in 
the insurance business. Lately he has 
been running a private detective agency. 
As a detectiv2 he had free access to the 
Tcwer.

TRUSTS BEHIND MEASURE 


Asserts That Combines Cover Every- 
‘thing in Country from Cradle 
to Grave—Drunk with Vic- 
tory, He Says, Repub- 
licans Will Pass It. 


Washington, January 23.—Co1 sideration 
of the shipping bill was resumed this af- 
ternoon by the senate. It was made the 
unfinished business, thus restoring it to 
its privileged position. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, took the floor im- 
mieciately in a characteristically brilliant, 
forceful and interesting speech lasting 
nearly three hours. He vigorously at- 
tacked the navigation laws of the United 
States, holding that they were responsi- 
ble for the decadence of the merchant ma- 
rine of America. 

Mr. Rawlins, democrat, of Utah, pre- 
cipitated a lively colloquy by charging 
that a deal had been entered into between 
the republican members of the Utah legis- 
lature and certain railroad interests and 
officials of the Mormon church to secure 
the election of Thomas L. Kearns to the 
senate from that state. 

The blind chaplain, Mr. Milburn. tn his 
onening invocation, referred heautifillv 
and touchingly to the death of Queen Vic- 
torla. 

The legislative bill was then taken up. 
The pending question was the amendment 
of Mr. Jones. of Arkansas. providing for 
the appointment of an assistant sttornev 
general to represent the government in 
all matters of claims pending before con- 
gress. 

Mr. Chandler opposed the amendment 
and offered an amendment nrovitine that 
the aesistant attornexv genera] should have 
ar office tn the capitol, an assistant at a 
selary of $2,509 per annum and he assigned 
two clerks wh» should assist him in the 
work of his office. 

Rawlins Attacks a “Deal.” 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah. who had endeav- 
ored vainlv to discuss the senatorial sit- 
vation in Utah under a question of ner- 
scral privilege at the opening of the zen- 
ate, was recognized and read some arti- 
cles from Salt Lake and Washington, 
D. C., newspapers dealing with the Utah 
senatorial situation. and discussed them. 
The article in the Salt Lake newspaper, | 


republican;in political affiliation, was in 


effect that a deal had been entered into 


between certain republicans and the Mor- 
‘mon church to bring about the election of 
‘Thomas Kearns. 


The dispatch in the Washington news- 
paper reported that Mr. Kearns had been 
nominated by the republican caucus for 
the senatorship. This Mr. Rawlins said 
seemed to convey the idea that a ‘‘deal’’ 
had been carried out, but he always had 
been reluctant to believe the charges that 
had been made and ignored them. 

He thought that a voice ought to go out 
from Washington admonishing the legis- 
lature of Utah that the eyes of the peo- 
ple were upon it. ‘ 

Mr. Hale inquired what the senate could 
do. Mr. Rawlins réplied that perhaps 
the senate itself could do nothing. He 
had not asked that any action be faken 
by the senate. 

Mr. Hale insisted that there would be 
no end of the controversy invited by Mr. 
Rawlins. No such question ever had been 
brought to the senate’s attention before 
and he hoped none such ever would be 
brought into the senate again. 

Mr. Rawlins said he had directed at- 
tention to the matter because he wanted 
the legislature of Utah and the people of 
Utah to know that they were on trial be- 
fore the American people. 


*T bring up this matter now,” said 


‘Mr. Rawlins, ‘in order to call the aften- 


tion of my people to it that they may 
thwart the conspiracy if such a con- 
spiracy exists. Tomorrow it may be too 
late.’’ 

He urged that he was justified in call- 
ing attention to this question if it were 
true that such a “deal’’ had been made. 
It would cast infamy and disgrace upon 
his state. He would not sit in the senate 
under the.charge that the Mormon church 


- Was dominating the politics of his state. 


Mr. Hale maintained that it was not 
fitting or in accord with the traglitions 
of the senate that it. should inquire into 


senatorial contests in the various states 
‘before an election was effected. He de- 


clared that Mr. Rawlins was forcing this 

matter before the senate in an endeavor 

to inflwence the senatorial election in 

Utah, for what reason he did not know. 
Chandler on His Defeat. » 

Mr. Chandler dealt briefly wi#h the 

question which had been raised by Mr. 
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‘Rawlins Yeferring facetiously tn his re- 
marks to his own defeat in New Hamp- 
shire ten days ago. He intimated that 
Mr. Rawlins was merely advertising per- 
sonal views regarding the contest. 

In reply Mr. Rawlins adverted sarcas- 
tically to the recent New Hampshire sen- 
Btorial election which resulted in the de- 
feat of Mr. Chandler, indicating that Mr- 
Chandler had been caught in the cogs 
of a conspiracy similar to that which 
seemed to be operating in Utah at the 
present time. 

“I have to confirm what the senator 
has said about the recent New Hamp- 
shire election,’ said Mr. Chandler good 
naturedly. “It was a horrible result. 
(Laughter.) But during the contest my 
colleague did not rise in this body and 
advert to the atrocious character of the 
proceedings.” (Great laughter.) - 

In conclusion, Mr. Rawlins after dis- 
cjaiming any intention of committing the 
ee upon the Utah senatorial election, 
said: 

“If there has been 
has been charged, I hope to God what 
has occurred here wil] defeat it.’’ ‘ 

After an extended discussion of the 
amendment offered by Mr. Jones, Mr. 
Chandler withdrew his amendment to the 
amendment and offered as a substitute a 
provision enabling the secretary of the 
treasury and the secretary of the interior 
each to appoint a competént lawyer to 
represent the United States before com- 
mittees of congress when requested by the 
committee to do ge, concerning claims 
against the government, the salary of 
each to be $4,000. The substitute amend- 
“9 0 was agreed to without further de- 

The bill was passed and the shipping 
bill taken up after Mr. Jones, of Arkan- 
Sas, had directed attention to the fact 
that’ the Indian appropriation bill, which 
would provoke considerable debate, was 
on the calendar. If the republicans de- 
sired to delay the passage of appropriation 
bills he had No objection. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, addressed the 
Senate in opposition to the Ineasure and 
in favor of free ships,.which he had advo- 
cated consistently for years. He said the 
pending measure came before the senate 
ostensibly from the committee on com- 
merce, but had come really from a com- 
mittee of promotion composed of twenty- 
five prominent and intelligent men ap- 
pointed by the junior senator from Maine, 
Mr. Frye. 


Vest on Ship Subsidies. 

‘The chairman of this committee of 
promotion,” said the Missouri senator, ‘“‘is 
Clement A. Griscom, president of the In- 
ternational Navigation Company, a man 
of high character, of great intellig2nce 
and of indefatigable energy. The com- 
pény which he represents is by far the 
largest beneficiary under this bill. I 
must express my surprise and regret that 
not one member of that committee of 
promotion is in favor of an American buy- 
ing his ships where he can buy them 
cheapest and then sailing them under the 
flag of his country. In other words, to 
use the language of the senator from 
Maine (Mr. Frye), the members 07f that 
committee are unanimously in favor of 
the obsolete, infamous and’ outrageous 
navigation laws of the United States, 
which are a stain on the statutes of the 
United States and which for fifty years 
have been riding to death the merchant 
marine of this country as the oll man of 
the sea rode to exhaustion Sinbad, the 
sailor.’’ 

Mr. Vest sharply criticised Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the present commissionar of nav- 
igation. who was appointed first by Mr. 
Claveland and who then favored free 
ships, for drifting with the republican 
current and now advocating subsidies. 
He said that when he visited Hamburg, a 
few years ago, he saw in.the harbor 152 
ships flying the British flag, and not a 
single one carrying the stars and stripes. 
England, he said, had been wise enough to 
do what this country, in its stolidity and 
stupidity, had failed to do. She had main- 
tained her supremacy on the ocean by 
purchasing her fast clipper ships from the 
United States. Mr. Vest declared that 
the policy proposed by the pending bill 
was one of “barbaric exclusion,’’ framed 
for New England’s benefit. He thought 
the people at large had done enough for 
the northeastern coast without contribut- 
ing $180,000,000 more to build up its ship 


industry. 
Mr. Vest ridiculed the claim that the 


bill is intended to provide auxiliary 
cruisers in time of war. He contended 
that bounties are unconstitutional, and 
quoted a letter from ex-Senator Edmunds, 
the author cf the pending bill, to Senator 
Frye in support of this view. If bounties 
were justifiarble, wry not give a bounty 
to farmers and stcck growers in dry 
years? Why not give it to miners? Be- 
cause they were rot justifiable as boun- 
ties. The argument had been advanced 
that the bill would afford the govern- 
ment auxiliary cruisers in time of war. 
Mr. Vest said: 
All a Subterfuge. 

‘‘Al] this talk of auxiliary cruisers is 4 
subterfuge, a mere glamour and an ap- 
peal to patriotism ard the old flag. This 
is not a question of rhetoric; it is not a 
question of sentiment.’’ 

Referring to the peroration of Mr. Frye 
in his speech some time ago upon the 
pending bill, Mr. Vest said he was re- 
minded of an actor whom Henry Watter- 
son was fond of telling about. 

“At the conclusion of the play,” said 
Mr. Vest, “‘the actor wrapped himself in 
the American flag while the orchestra, 
corsisting of a fiddle and a bass drum, 
played Yankee Doodle, would rush to the 
front of the stage, fire off a horse pistol 
and scream like an American eagle.” 

Mr. Vest said that the vessels of what 
is known as the American line (the Inter- 
national Navigation Company), in the 
course of the twenty-five years the sub- 
sidy was to run, would receive at least 
$42,000,000 of the total which wouldd be 
paid out. 

“The Pacific Mail Steamship Company,’ 
he said, ‘‘would be the next beneficiary 
under the bill. With its present ships

“It was," he said, “trembling with 
emaciation and hungry for the necessaries 
of life, its shares of stock being worth 
only $830 each. He had endeavored to 
ascertain how mueh of the subsidy the 
Standard Of] Company would receive, 
but the company had declined to supply 
any information as to its ships. 

Mr. Frye interjected a statement that 
nearly all oil tank steamers were built 
abroad. They would receive only one- 
quarter of the regular subsidy, as they 
could bring no returning freight. It was 
not likely, therefore, that they would be 
brought under the American flag. 

Mr. Vest hoped they would not be 
brought unden the stars and strives. 
They. did not deserve, he maintained, any 
of the subsidy, and their owners ought 
not to have any of the tax money of the 
United States. Mr, Vest referred to the 
reported fcrmation of syndicates to con- 
trol the vessels on the great lakes and 
on the Pacific coast, and expressed the 
belief that a trust would be formed for 
the contro] of all this American ship- 
ping—a trust that would get every dollar 
of the subsidy. 

Everything Under a Trust. 

“Everything in the country is under a 
trust,’’ said the Missouri senator, “‘from 
the cradle to the grave”’ 

He declared that the anti-trust bill 
passed by the house last session was 
sleeping the sleep of death in a pigeon 
hole of the committee on judiciary of 
the senate. The republicans, he asserted, 
dared not raise the black flag against the 
trust before the last campaign, and now, 
in gratitude for their financial assist- 
ance, they would not fTraise their hands 
against them. 

“This bili,’ continued Mr. Vest, ‘will 
pass the senate.” It is a part of the pro- 
tective system sacred to the republican 
party, especially in New England. Drunk 
with victory, the republican party now 
wil] stop at nothing.”’ 

Mr. Vest closed with the following 
quotation from Tennyson, which he said 
should be taken to heart by .the repubii- 
cans: 


“The wind blew east, and the wind blew 
west, 
And the blue eggs in the robin’s nest 
Will soon have wings and beak and 
breast, 
And flutter and fly away.’’ 


As Mr. Vest concluded he was congrat- 
ulated by numerous senators from both 
sides of the chamber. 

After a brief executive session, the sen- 
ate, at 5:32 p. m., adjourned. 


BELLS TOLLING:

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cabinet ministers, peers, commoners, bish- 
ops, judges, the lord. mayor, etc., includ- 
ing the duke of York, the duke of Con- 
naught and lesser members of the royal 
family: Lord Salisbury, Lord Rosebery, 
A. J. Balfour, the duke of Devonshire,

host of the most prominent personages 
in the land were there to receive the 
king’s formal oath, binding him to gov- 
ern the kingdom according to its laws 
and customs, and hear him assume the 
title of King Edward VII of Great Britain 
and Ireland and emperor of India. 


EDWARD MAKES A SPEECH. 

The ceremony was interesting and ac- 
cording to precedent. The king was in 
& separate apartment from the privy 
councillors. To the latter the duke of 
Devonshire, lord president of the council, 
formally communicated the death of 
Queen Victoria and the succession to the 
throne of her son, the prince of Wales. 
The royal dukes, with certain lords of 
the council, were then directed to repair 
to the king’s presence to acquaint him 
with the terms of the lord president’s 
statement. Shortly afterwards his ma- 
jesty entered ‘the room in which the coun- 
cillors were assembled and addressed 
them in a brief speeth. 

Mingling with the royal dukes and great 
personages of the kingdom were a few 
men in plain clothes, to represent the 
fact that the general public have a nomi- 
nal right to be present. 

The king wore a field marshal’s uniform 
and ribbon of the Order of the Garter. 
His voice was at first painfully broken 
with emotion. 

King Edward, in his speech, said he haa 
decided to assume the title of King Ed- 
ward VII in accordance with the wish of 
his beloved mother, who, his majesty 
added, united the virtues of a supreme 
domestic guide with the affection ana 
patriotism of a wide, peace-loving mon- 
arch. .He had a respectful desire to leave 
the memory of his father’s name, Albert, 
the exclusive treasure of his belovea 
mother. Notwithstanding his persona) 
desire, he could not hope to do justice to 
the renown and virtues associated with 
Prince Albert’s name, but he would do 
his utmost to be worthy of his great po- 
sition. 

The lord chancellor (Lord Halsbury) 
then administered the oath ‘to the King. 
Afterwards the various members of the 
council, commencing with lords in coun- 
cil, took the oath of allegiance and then 
passed in turn before his majesty, as at 
a levee, except that each paused and 
kissed the king’s hand before_passing out 
of the chamber. 

This brought the ceremony to a close. 
At the last moment the king decided not 
to attend the house of lords today. \ 

The proclamation of the amcession of 
his majesty was-signed by the princes 
preset, the duke of York first, then the 
duke of Connaught, the duke of Cam- 
bridge, Prince Christian, the archbishop 
of Canterbury, the lIcrd chancellor, the 
lord mayor and the other representatives 
of the city of London. [It will be herald- 
ed tomorrow at St. James palace and 
elsewhere and be published in The Ga- 
zette. 

PARLIAMENT SWEARS LOYALTY 

Both houses of parliament assembled at 
4 o’clock this afternoon and took the oath 
of allegiange to the new sovereign. The 
attendance was large. In the house of 
commons all the members, dressed in the 
deepest mourning, stood up as Speaker 
Gully entered and announced that, by 
reason of the deeply-lamented decease of 
Ler majesty, Queen Victoria, it had be- 
come their duty to take the oath of al- 
legiance to her successor, his majesty, 
King Edward Vil. The speaker then ad- 
ministered the oath, and the swearing in 
of the members proceeded. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the secretary of state for the 
colonies: Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the 
chancellor of the exchequer; Sir Henry 
Campbell Banner, the liberal] leader in 


| the house, and Sir William Vernon Har- 
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court were the first to subscribe their 
names on the roll 

In the house of lords the cath was taken 
by the dtke of York, the duke of Con- 
naught, Earl Roberts, Lord Roseberry, 
Lord Salisbury, the duke of Argyll, Lord 
Lansdowne and a hundred others. Many

journed until tomorrow. 

At 4:30 p.'m. the artillery began firing 
sa-utes in. St. James park to signalize 
King Edward’s accession to the throne. 

Among the incidents of the day was an 
imposing civic procession. The lord mayor 
and aldermen, accompanied by the city 
marshal, macebearer and other members 
of the corporation, escorted by a strong 
bedy of police, proceeded from the man- 
fion house ly way of the Thames em- 
bankment and Trafalgar square to St. 
James palace in gilded equipages. This 
notable scene was witnessed by thousands 
of silent people. 

The king, who remains 1n London over 
night, was driven to Buckingham palace 
after taking the oath before the privy 
council, and dineg there with the duchess 
of Albany. Subsequently he went to 
Marlborough house to sleep. It is under- 
stocd that he will return to Osborne this 
(Thursday) morning to direct the funeral 
arrangements. 

These were discussed at a meating of 
the authorities of the royal household at 
Buckingham palace last evening. At the 
college of arms it was said that the date 
of the funeral could not be settled until 
it was known when the European royal- 
ties or their representatives could arrive, 
but that the function would be held at 
the earliest possible date for the con- 
venience of Emperor William, whose stay 
in England might be unavoidably limited. 

Buckingham palsce is being made ready 
for the royal persons who are arriving in 
London. Representatives of all the royal 
families in Europe will probably be pres- 
ent at the funeral, including the kings of 
Italy, Belgium and Greece, the crown 
princes of Germany and Sweden and 


Archduke Francis Ferdinand, of Austria. 


All the European courts will go into 


mourning for various pericds. 


VICTORIA AND THE FRENCH. 


Sympathetic Article on Queen in 
Journal des Debats. 

Paris, January 23.—The Journal des 
Debats prints a warm eulogy of Queen 
Victoria’s domestic and political virtues 
and recalls that she was always sympa- 
thetic towards France and sought to 
smooth the differences which arose be- 
tween the two countries. The paper con- 
cludes: 

“At the moment she disappears from 
the political stage and her son replaces 
her on the throne, all cool-headed Eng- 
lishmen and Frenchmen will express a 
sincere wish that, without dreaming of 
renewing the ties which the general sit- 
uation of the world seem to render, for 
the time being, impossible, the people 
on both sides of the channel should work 
earnestly to remove mutual prejudice and 
create tolerable relations between the 
two nations,. which, whatever hot-headed 
people may say to the contrary, might 
arrive at a mutual understanding.”’ 

Speaking of the new king, the Journal 
des Debats says: 

“Englishmen and foreigners are entitled 
to hope that his reign will be alt the more 
beneficent, as long experience of men and 
things has prepared him for the heavy 
functions of a sovereign of an immense 
empire.’’ 


EMPIRE IS FULL OF SORROW. 


Flood of Telegrams Indicates Grief 
of British Subjects. 

Iondon, January 2%4.—The sorrow felt 
throughout the empire is described in a 
constant flow of telegrams from every 
important town in. the colonies, all tell- 
ing of the suspension of business, the 
closing of theaters, the display of mourn- 
ing emblems and announcements of me- 
morial services. All the governors have 
sent, on behalf of their reSpective colo- 
nies, telegrams of condolence to King 
Edward and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the colonies. 

The marquis of “Lansdowne, minister 
of foreign affairs, has received from the 
German ambassador, on behalf of the 
diplomatic corps, expressing its sympathy 
and condolence, the following communi- 
cation: 

“This sad event not only fills the hearts 
of her late subjects with profound sor- 
row, but will arouse beyond the limit of 
the empire the regret of those whom her 
majesty was known to inspire with re- 
spect and admiration. Such sentiments 
are shared most sincerely by the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, who, having 
had the honor of being received at court 
and approaching her majesty, have also 
had the opportunity of appreciating those 
rare and incomparable qualities by which 
that august sovereign captivated the 
hearts of all who entered her presence.” 

The morning papers published a long 
tribute from the poet laureate, Mr. Alfrea 
Austin, to the dead queen. 

Orders have been issued for 6,500 troops 
to line the streets of London today for 
the proclamation ceremony. 

The morning papers record, with the 
greatest satisfaction, that the king has 
taken the title of Edward VII. They are 
filled from end to end with descriptions 
of yesterday’s ceremonies and accounts 
of the reception of the news of the death 
and the accession throughout, the United 
Kingdom and in all parts of the world. 
King Edward's first speech is also ap- 
plauded., 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

‘It was admirable, resolute, touching 
and breathing deep sincerity. It does 
equal honor to the monarch and the man 
and will carry a fresh sense of hope and 
confidence to the country in its trouble.” 

King Edward will return to Osborne im- 
mediately after the proclamation cere- 
mony of today. 

Regarding the cause of death, The Lan- 
cet says: 

“Death was due to cerebral failure.

It is probable that on 
the day of the obsequies in London the 
British colony here will hold a solemn 
memorial service. which will be attendc& 
by President Diaz and cabinet.

He has 
black hair and eyes and a few 
freckles on his face. He never 
runs away from home. Any one 
seeing him will do me a great kind- 
ness by notifying me at once. And

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John Patterson, the father, was a wild 
man last night. Besides sending the 
above notice to The Constitution, he 
ealled at the police barracks and begged 
them to help him find his boy. 

Was young Patterson kidnafed? The 

father is a poor man, but it seems of late 
that kidnapers do not discriminate with 
their victims. If the boy has not been 
molested, he is certainly doing his parents 
@ grievous wrong just now to hide out or 
stay away from home. 
. Of late it has gotten so that if a child 
is missing only a few minutes thoughts of 
kidnapers flash through the _ excited 
mind of the anxious parents. 

Yesterday morning when Alonzo Patter- 
son went from his home and was gone 
all day, and when night came and he still 
had not returned, all the recent stories 
of kidnapers came to the father and 
mother, and John Patterson appealed to 
the police and the press to help him. 

His boy, he said, had never run away 
from home and had never been known 
to stay out at nights. Something was 
wrong. And then there would come those 
distressing and harassing thoughts about 
kidnapers. 

His Boy Is His Boy to Him. 

John Patterson is an humble laborer, a 
man who works hard all day, but he has 
a family and his boy is as much to him 
as the son of the rich or great. 

Yesterday morning, after eating his 
breakfast, Alonzo Patterson, without say- 


ing where he was going, went from the 
house. He often walked out and visited 


boys in the neighborhood, so nothing was f 


thought of an absence of a few hours. 

When the dinner hour came and the boy 
did not return, the family became alarm- 
ed, but there was still a hope that he had 
gone to dine with a friend. 

When the shadows of evening began to 
gather the father could no longer conceal 
his anxiety. He told the family he would 
go out and look for the boy. He went 
to the police, but could find no tidings of 
him. He called at the Grady hospital, 
thinking the lad may have been hurt and 
carried there, but the hospital physicians 
had no such boy under their charge. 

Then he sent a notice to The Constitu- 
tion. 

é‘ General Alarm Sent Out. 


The general alarm was sent out by the 


_ police and all the patrolmen were given 


a description of the miissing boy, and in- 
structed to keep a watch for him. 

John Patterson walked the streets until 
a late hour last night, trying to find the 
boy, but all his travels and inquiries 
were in vain. 

It is possible that young Patterson has 
run away and has gone to see something 
of the world on his own hook, but such a 
theory the family will not entertain, for 
they say he has always been too quiet 
and good to act in such a way. 

He may be in the city, tolled off by 
larger boys, and perhaps he will return 
home this morning. 

Then there is the theory of kidnaping. 
It is possible that Alonzo Patterson has 
been taken up by men who wish to get 
asmall ransom. If a large band of smart 
bandits can get $25,000 from a rich man, 


- @ small band of thieves can get a few 


doliars from a poor man. This is the way 
John Patterson thinks the kidnappers 
may reason. 

Any way, the boy is missing and his 
home will be a very wretched place until 
he returns. 


Two Jim-Crow Car Bills.

Two Jim Crow car bills were before the 
legislative committee on railways this 
afternoon.

FACULTY PASSES 
ON SENIOR CLASS 


Action Taken by Tech Teachers Is 
Kept Secret. 


SENTENCES ARE MITIGATED 


Parents of Senior Students To Be 
Notified This Afternoon. 


NO STATEMENT FROM CAPTAIN HALL 


Opinicn Prevails That a Means Has 
Been Found Whereby Diplomas 
Will Be Received in June, 


Behind closed doors the faculty of the 


} Georgia School of Technology met yes- 


terday to consider the recommendation 
of the board of trustees in behalf of the 
young gentlemen of the senior class, 
which stated that “if the desired end can 
be realized without impairment of discip- 
line or authority, that some mitigation of 
the punishment may be had on considera- 
tion of the matter by the facu]ty.”’ 

Before the board of the faculty went 
into executive session a number of the 
parents of the young men appeared be- 
fore it and entered a plea of leniency. 

Under the original ruling of the faculty, 
the seven textile students were suspended 
until March 3lst, with the further stipu- 
lation that their diplomas were to be 
withheld until December 3ist, and those 
of the mechanical and engineering de- 
partments were suspended until the sec- 
ond week in February, their diplomas to 
be delivered the second week in Novem- 
ber. 

Quite a strong plea was made for a 
mitigation of the sentence by the facul- 
ty, it being suggested that if no more 
feasible plan was evolved by the faculty, 
that ,a final examination be given the 
studénts to decide their efficiency, and on 
which shovld depend the granting of di- 
plomas. The committee was given a 
most respectful hearing by the faculty, 
only the senior members of which were 
present. They then held a secret confer- 
ence to consider the matter. 

President Hall was seen last night by a 
representative of The Constitution, but 
though courteous, would not divulge the 
conclusion that had been reached, stat- 
ing that he would make no public an- 
nouncement for twenty-four hours, and 
would in the meantime advise the pa- 
rents of the boys interested concerning 
the action taken by the board. 

it is probable that a plan has been 
reached by which the boys will receive 
their diplomas in June and that. some al- 
ternative for the hundred hours’ work in 
the shops, which the enforced absence of 
the students caused them to lose, will 
be arranged for, or an examination to de- 
cide general proficiency held.

According to the proposed ordinance 
the matron is to have apartments at po- 
lice barracks and be subject to calle both 
day and night. Her term of office is to 
be for two years, she being elected by 
council. The gmount of salary that she 
is to receive will be left to the board of 
police commissioners to determine. |

COUNTER CLAIM INTERESTING 


Petition Alleges That No Cause of 
Action Is Shown by Rival Co. 


PETITION GOES INTO DETAIL 


Answer of Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company Reopens Discussion of 
Hunter Street Franchise, 


—_- =— 


The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
yesterday afternoon filed its answer to 
the petition\ of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company which was filed in the 
superior court several days ago, and in 
which the latter corporation seeks to en- 
join the former company from laying 
tracks on Hunter street and Cherokee 
avenue. The answer is a Igengthy type- 
written document and denies nearly every 
allegation set forth by the Power com- 
pany. It was filed by Attorneys Brandon 
& Arkwright, Rosser & Carter, John T. 
Hopkins & Sons and King & Spalding. 

In the first part of,the answer the 
Rapid Transit company demurs to the 
petition of the Railway and Power com- 
pany on the following grounds: 

Because the petition shows no cause of 
action. Because the petition shows, on 
its face, that it claims no right or in- 
terest in the subject matter, except as to 
Hunter street, between Pryor and Fraser 
streets, and except along Cherokee ave- 
nue from Georgia avenue to Atlanta ave- 
nue, and therefore has not sufficient 
cause of action to enjoin the defendant 
from building its tracks upon said streets 
under any circumstances. 

Because the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company has no right to attack the grant 
of said franchise by the city to the de- 
fendant, the same being entirely a mat- 
ter between the city of Atlanta and the 
defendant. Because the defendant has 
under its charter, which is the published 
law of the state, a right to build its rail- 
roads upon the streets of the city of At- 
lanta, with the consent of said city, and 
the only person that has any right to 
object to its building its roads along 
said streets on the ground that such 
consent has not been granted, is the 
said city of Atlanta. 

The answer claims that the regular 
meeting of the mayor and general council, 
including council and the board of alder- 
men which had passed the franchise, was 
appointed to meet Monday, January 7th, 
and they did meet at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon of that day, and aldermanic 
rule No. 3 was adopted. If this rule 
had not been adopted it is alleged that 
the board of aldermen, to which a mo- 
tion to reconsider had been made, would 
have expired, and there is no provision 
eonvening a regular meeting of the board 
to act upon matters passed by council. 

It is further alleged that the adoption 
of the rule was a necessity, as for the 
past fifteen years such a meeting has 
been called by the mayor, and it was said 
to be a regular meeting. The rule was 
adopted simply to make exact an unbro- 
ken custom. The council meeting of Jan- 
uary 7th had not been adjourned, it is 
claimed, when the aldermanic boaxd met, 
but council had simply taken a recess 
until 7:30 o’clock at night. 

Claims Statement Untrue. 


The claim that Cherokee avenue was 
opened by the county authorities without 
the consent of the Railway and Power 
company is characterized as untrue. The 
thoroughfare is a public street, it is 
stated, and was ordered opened by the 
cit-y and the county authorities did some 
work on it after it was opened, and that 
this work was done with the consent of 
the petitioner. The petitioner, it is al- 
leged, has received valuable benefits and 
valuable consideration for such consent. 
The claim of the Railway and Power 
company that it owns the entire width 
of Cherokee avenue between the points 
named and one-half of the street be- 
tween Augusta avenue and Atlanta ave- 
nue is also characterized as untrue. 

The answer also alleges that the right 
of parties to the tracks on Whitehall 
street is set forth in a contract already 
made. It is also claimed that the Rapid 
Transit company is not taking the prop- 
erty of the petitioner on Hunter street 
by removing the tracks from the center 
of the street, but that it is a matter of 
police regulation of the city. The allega- 
tion that the Rapid Transit company in- 
tends to replace these tracks with infe- 
rior material is also denied, and it is 
claimed that the Railway and Power 
company was granted the privilege to re- 
place the tracks themselves. 

The petition goes on at length to an- 
swer other allegations made in the peti- 
tion of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company.

CLOSED WITH 
CHANCES MIXED 


It Was Distinctly a Traders’ 
Market Yesterday, 


TRANSACTIONS WERE HEAVY 


Trading Was Done by Powerful Spec- 
ulators with Ample Resources. 
Selling During Last Haif 
Hour Was Very Con- 
centrated, 


New York, January 23.—The market demon- 
strated quite conclusively its professional 
character today. It was distinctively a trad- 
ers’ market. The trading was done by power- 
ful speculators with ample resources, the 
transactions were on a very large scale and 
the price movement was much wider than 
in an ordinary room traders’ market, but the 
method of operations and the net results 
were much the same. A scrutiny of the net 
changes for the day will show that except 
in a few stocks they are small and pretty 
well mixed between gains and losses, Yet at 
one time the whole list was at a level well 
over yesterday's final prices. The realizing 
movement in the last hour was sufficient to 
wipe out almost all of the earlier advances, 
and only the final slight rally saved the list 
from a larger showing of net losses than is 
actually the case, Buying by room shorts 
to cover was largely responsible for the final 
rally. The concentrated nature of the buy- 
ing and the identity of the brokers by whom 
it was done, especially in the stocks which 
were picked out for the greatest show of 
Strength, were warrant for the conviction 
that the speculative leadership was.in the 
hands of the coterie which made a demon- 
strative change from the bear to the 
bull side of the market during the 
course of Monday’s trading. The selling dur- 
ing the last hour was al&So of a very con- 
centrated character, but was by different 
brokers from those who executed the early 
buying orders, The deduction that large 
speculative profit-taking was being made is 
not a strained one. The consistent weakness 
of Missouri Pacific, which fell at one time 
8% points below yesterday’s high level, left 
little room for credence in the rumors of 
of a big southwestern railroad consolidation 
and gave color to the report that a large 
short interest in the stock had settled by 
private agreement. There was a distinctive 
shifting of speculative interest from the rail- 
roads to the industrials, and it was the evi- 
dences of realizing in the railroad list under 
cover of the new strength in the industrials 
and that caused the break in the market, 
Such early gains as 2% in St. Paul, 2% in 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 24% in Baltimore and 
Ohio, 2% in People’s Gas, and others nearly 
as substantial were completely wiped out in 
the late reaction. The decline from the high- 
est reached 3% in St. Paul, 3% in Brooklyn 
Transit, 2% in Delaware and Hudson, 2% in 
Baltimore and Ohio and Manhattan and from 
{ to 2 points in a large number of active 
stocks, The steel stocks reacted /from the 
best in sympathy, but hardened again in the 
late dealings, the leaders rising the best 
at the close on heavy absorption. Federal 
Steel’s gain was 3%, Pressed Steel Car rose 
an extreme 6%, while the annual meeting 
was in session, and the preferred 3%. All 
the mcst important members in the group 
gained from | to 3 points, There was no 
news to account for the rise, but the fact 
that the disturbances which. threaten the 
steel trade might be settled by the few Indi- 
viduals who control the resources in that 
trade at present naturally makes them avail- 
able for speculative manipulation. The volume 
of the gold exports for tomorrow's steamer, 
which rose to $3,950,000, had a rather chill- 
ing effect on the late speculation, in spite 
of the continued large flow of money to 
this center, Money continued very easy.

whole country from the far northwest until 
we get way down to the Ohio river and as 
far west as the Rocky mountains, has had 
no covering of snow to amount to anything 
since the commencement of November, 1900. 

Even in the Dakotas where we always ex- 
pect to hear of deep snows and very low 
temperature at this season of the year, 80 
far there has been only enough to report and 
that has lain upon the ground a few days 
only and to the depth of two or three inches. 

There has also been in this territory an 
absence of rain and the moisture this sea- 
son to feed the crops will have to come very 
largely from the frost in the ground, which 
will naturally be deep and far reaching. 

Conditions are one thing and prices are 
another. The conditions of the spring wheat 
in the Dakotas certainly warrant a very dif- 
ferent and higher range of prices for wheat 
than are ruling at the present time. That 
the crop was damaged badly during its 
growth, and after harvest very seriously by 
rains, is a matter no longer of contention 
or opinion, but one of fact, and there mav 
be, as there probably is, more or less 
this poor wheat still in the hands of farm-

} for milling.and will be very poor for seed 
next spring. All these things seem to hang 
like an incubus around the situation.

Up to this time it looks as if 
the great bulk of the fat hogs of the coun- 
try. have gone to market and the packing 
trade will have to depend very largely on 
light hogs for the rest of the season.

TEXAS IS SUING A RATLROAD. 


State Declares That Contracts Have 
Been Violated. 

Austin, Tex., January 23.—(Special.}—A 
suit was filed in the twenty-sixth district 
today by the state of Texas against the 
Texas Midland railway for forfeiture og, 
$90,000 in penalties for allered failure to 
comply with the rules of the railroad 
commission against discrimination in the 
shipment of cotton to compresses, The 
petition alleges that the defendant ship- 
ped cotton from the city of Terrell, where 
a compress is situated, to Greenville, a 
town on defendant’s road, in violation of 
the rule; that the defendant caused cot- 
ton to be hauled by wagon five miles out 
of Terrell to a point on defendant’s road, 
where eotton was reloaded on cars and 
shipped to Greenville, and that this was 
done for the purpose of evading the rule 
of the railroad commission; that said de- 
fendants also ailowed rebates on cotton 
so shipped. The petition states that 
éighteen different shipments were made 
and prays for forfeiture of $5,000 and 
the statutory penalty In each case, 
making a total of $90,000.

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FAVORS CITY HEALTH OFFICER 


Councilman Longino Will Introduce 
Ordinance ir Council Providing 


for That Office. 

The board of health will ask the city 
council to define its duties'as to the hand- 
ling of smalipox cases. This decision 
was the result of a special meeting of 
the board, held yesterday morning, to 
straighten out if possible the apparent 
misunderstanding existing between the 
board and the coun¢il committee on hos- 
pita’ and charities. 

It is the idea of members of the board 
of health that council should either give 
it complete charge of the disease in the 
city or else take the matter out cf the 
boards hands entirely. It is upon this 
particular point that the board wishes 
council to give an expression.. 

During the board méeting, Councilman 
Longino, chairman of the council cum- 
mittee on hospital and charities, read an 
ordinance which he will present at the 
next meeting of council, providing for a 
city health officer who shall be under 
the direction of the board. 

A member of the board. stated that a 
number of the members of the medical 
professicn in Atlanta were opposed to the 
creation of such an office, and it was 
agreed that a meeting, to which all city 
physicians should be invited, would be 
held at the city hall in order that a 
popular expression in regard to the mat- 
ter might be secured.

Approved by Council.

New Trustees of Soldiers’ Home Will 
Meet Today. 


TO TAKE PRELIMINARY STEPS 


Toward Opening of the Home Some 
Time in April. 


MANY APPLICANTS FOR ADMISSION 


Trustees Will Elect President and 
Superintendent and Let 
. Contracts. 


The new board of trustees of the con- 
federate soldiers’ home will find more 
than one hundred applications before 
them for the position of superintendent, 
when they meet in the state library this 
morning to make preliminary arrange- 
ments looking -to the opening of the 
home some.time this spring. 

The number of applicants has increased 


act relating to the home, pays only about 
$500 a year. Among the prominent appli- 
cants for the position is Captain T. M. 
Butner, of Macon, who has indorsements 
from some of the, most prominent men in 
the state. He was at the capitol yester- 
day and secured the indorsements of a 
number of officials there. 

Mr. Butner also has a letter from his 
wife, which will be placed before the 
trustees, in which she consents to serve 
as matron of the home without salary in 
the event of the selection of her husband 
as superintendent. Mrs. Butner had 
much valuable experience which would 
well qualify her for such work. Mr. But- 
ner was a member of the Second Tennes- 
see cavalry during the war, and was for 
some years chief of police of Macon. 

Among other prominent applicants is 
Captain Turner I. Ball, of Randolph 
county, who has many friends among the 
veterans here, some of whom have been 
doing hard work in his behalf. 

The new trustees of the home, one from 
each congressional district, all of whom 
have signified their intention of attending 
the meeting, are: First, Judge H. H. Per- 
ry, Waynesboro; second, John Triplett, 
Thomasville; third, John H. Martin, 
Hawkinsville; fourth, Judge Sampson W. 
Harris, Carrollton; fifth, Judge W. L. 
Calhoun, Atlanta; sixth, Judge C. M. 
Wiley, Mecon; seventh, C. D. Phillips, 
Marietta; eighth, W. F. Jenkins, Eaton- 
ton; ninth, Hiram W. Bell, Cumming; 
tenth, Joseph B. Cumming, Augusta; 
eleventh, T. S. Payne, Waycross. Judge 
Calhoun, who was president of the old 
board, will in all probability be chosen 
president of the new one. Some member 
of the board or the superintendent may 
be made the secretary. 

Judge Calhoun®’ has secured bids on 
painting, renovating and furnishing the 
home, and will be prepared to lay all 
these matters before the board, that con- 
tracts for the work may be awarded 
without delay. 

It is said that more than a hundred ap- 
plications for admission to the home are 
alrcady on file, but it is not likely that 
any of these will be passed on at today’s 
meeting. The chances are that a com- 
mittee will be appointed to investigate all 
applications before they are finally acted 


{ upon. For instance, there are some appll- 


eants for admission who have already 
drawn their pensions for this year, and 
the law prescribes that no veteran can 
enter during the same year for which he 
drew a pension. In such cases the ay pli- 
eants must wait for another year before 
they will be allowed to enter. 

It is said in scme of these cases hard- 
ship is likely to result since the pension is 
used to pay the debts of last year, and 
the groceryman and the clothter is not 
likely to extend credit when he knows the 
rensioner has applied for admission to 
the home end will not receive his money 
for the coming year.

Raleigh, N. C., January 23.—(Special.)— 
Resolutions were introduced in the sen- 
ate and adopted by both branches order 
ing the national and state flags at the 
capital placed at half-mast for three days 
in memory of Queen Victoria. Both 
branches, by rising vote, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution introduced in the house: 

“Resolved, That the sympathy of the 
people of North Carolina is with the fam- 
ily of her late majesty and with. the peo- 
ple of the British empire in their sorrow 
over the death of the great and gooa 
Queen Victoria; that the people of this 
state extend.to his majesty, Edward VII, 
their gogd wishes. They hope for him 
a long and happy reign, and they hope 
that during his reign the ties of friert- 
ship, long existing between the people of 
this republic and the mother country, 
may be multiplied and strengthened, ana 
that peace, happiness and prosperity may 
ever bless the great empire over which it 
is his high destiny to reign; that a copy 
of this resolution be transmtited to his 
majesty’s plenipotentiary at Washing- 
ton.”

While in a trench at work on the bot- 
tcm of a trolley car of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, R. C. Stewart, 
of No. 97 Meens street, was crushed to 
death yesterday morning about 7:30 
o’clock. 

Stewart and two or three other men 
were under the car, and one man was in 
the car. Suddenly the car moved and all 
the men except Stewart knelt down close 
to the bottom of the trench. Stewart, it 
is said, raised up and was in the act, it 
seemed, of trying to get out of the trench 
when he was caught between the car and 
the wall of the trench ond badly cruslied. 
He lived fifteen minutes and was dead 
before a physician could reach him. 

The young man was a son of G. H. 
Stewart, of Duluth, in Gwinnett county. 
He came to Atlanta on January Ist of this 
year to get work and was boarding with 
his brother, C. B. Stewart, at No. 97 
Means street. A few days ago he secured 
employment with the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company and was at work in 
the carshed at No. 57 Edgewcod avenue 
yesterday morning. fie was with a squad 
of men who were repairing some of the 
machinery underneath the cart 

How the car was started is not known. 
It is said that it rolled forward a few 
fect and if Stewart had acted as the 
cthers did he would not have been hurt. 
Being a new hand, it was believed, he did 
not know what to do to avoid danger un- 
der such circumstances and he placed him- 
self where he was caught by the front end 
of the car.

Besides a brother, he has a sister, Mrs. 
T. A. Awtry, residing in the city. 

The coroner was not notified but he de- 
cided that it was not necessary to held 
an inquest. The body was taken in charge 
by Undertakers Barclay & Brandon and 
will be held until Stewart’s father in 
Gwinnett county can be heard from.
